^ Trf.ll be recalled that in the referenced report a conversation T'jas 
set forth which took place between RAY ELSOi^ and a person known as PAi^NY, on 
December 15, 1945* 3n this conversation a person known as “JACK" was mentioned* 
It was further stated that JACK desired to see HAY and PAIOT on some Sunday* 

It appeared frcm the conversation that this meeting with JACK might take place 
on December 23rd and that possibly the JACK mentioned was RAY Russian 

contact or possibly the tuaidentified JACK in this 

It Trf.Il further be recalled that RAY EESON had planned to visit ABE 
and ROSS HACKIAN, 150 Pine Street, Rockville Center, Long Island, New York, on 
December 23, 1945 and that ABE had state^^to RAY "I got a guy coming you vrould 
like -to meet* I got him craning maybo"« 




Special Agent C. Lawrence Rice made inquiry through Detective V/ILLIA!i 
HAPP of the i:iocfcville Center Police Department* Detective HAPP ascertained 
through a check of the Village light and power records that the address of 150 
Pine Street is a residence house and was occupied by ABE and ROSE HACKfSAN on 
Novranber 9, 1945, at which time they had purchased the house* It was also 
ascertained that HACK’AN had purchased the hrane through Confidential Informant 


T-1, 


Confidential Iiaformant T-1 made available his file, which reflected 
that ABE HACKDAN had secured a mortgage on this property through his bank* At 
the time he made the mortgage application HACHM indicated he was then 35 years 
of age and gave his employment as assistant to the Vice President, R* H* JJACY, 
INC*, New York City* He indicated that his vrfJe’s name was RCBE STRCIJI^ HACK- 
ISAN and that his present salary was f.ao,0OO*CO a year* At the time of making 
this application, HACEAN indicated that he had been in Europe for some time 
with the DI^ITED NATIONS RELIEF MiB REHABILITATION ADIEENIoTRATION and was pre¬ 
sently residing temporarily with a friend at 20 Charles Street, New York City. 

He furnished as a reference the name of HAROLD-V3FF oi‘'4iBIPF, Vice President 
of R. H* J!ACY, INC* This individual by letter advised Confidential Informant 
T-1 that HACKfJAN had been an employee of IIACY»S from 1936 until 1943, when he 
left this position to servo with the Stats Department and tSiat he v/as now ro- 
.employed at hi?' fomer position* HACBiAI^ also furnished the name of ROY^P. 
■--nBNDRICKSON of the IMimi NATIONS RELIEF AND ^ABILITATKJI AI^ISTEATION in 
uashingtoh^ D* C. 
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Confidential Informant T-1 made inquiry of HEfffiRICEiOJI. However, it 
was learned that he was then in the Far East and could not ansv/er the letter* 
Also furnished as a reference was the name of I^LSO'^ ^SBSR, 25 Yorkshire Road, 
Rockville Center, Long Island* also furnished as a banking reference 

the NATIONM) CITY BAIJK, 34th Street and 7th Avenue Branch, New York City* This 
bank, ly correspondence, had advised that HAOiSIAK was known to the banlc and had 
come to them with satisfactory references from a Los ^ngeles bank* 

On December 23rd RAY S[,bON and her husband, JOSEPH EK.ON, went to 
the HACKiAI'I home as planned* During the time they were at the HAGK?!4N br>Tp p > 
and also prior thereto no persons except AjES and ROSE HiCKT'AvJ were observed at 
the HACK?AIT home* It was possible to observe the activity at the KACKi-M home 
on December 23rd and it was noted that this meeting was apparently of a social 
nature and the only persons present v/ere the HACKJIMTS and the ELbONS* After 
leaving this address, RAY and her husband went directly home and no contacts 
were observed at any time by the surveilling agents* 

It will be recalled as set forth in the referenced report that FANNY 
had stated on fecember 15th in her conversation with RAX that she would call 
RAY a couple of days prior to the meeting with JACK* At no time since December 
15 th has^-Confidential Informant NYT 342 r^orted a call from FAi«3Y* 

A check of the records of the New York Board of Elections, 40 C Brocme 
street. New York City, vias made by i3pecial Agent william J* I5cCue* It was 
ascertained that RAY EEiiON was a registered voter of the ikierican Labor Party 
in 1944 under the name of RAY ELSCSI* whe gave her age as 34 years and, stated 
that she ws.s ins,rried* bhe further indicated that she had been in the state and 
city 14 years, that she was born in the United States and last voted in 1943* 

No occupation was listed* 

The Board of Election records further disclosed that LOUISE H* 

SCHITZ was registered with the American Labor Party in 1944* She gave her age 
as 26 years, marital status single and indicated she had been in the state and 
ciiy four years. She also indicated she %vas born in the United States and last 
voted in 1943*

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She spent the day at this address and at 5:35 proceeded fcy sufcway to her 
residence, arriving at 5:45 F«!i* At 6:02 P»H« she left her residence accom¬ 
panied by her husband* They walked to a restaurant on the Lest Side of 7th 
Avenue between 15th and 16th Streets who3t*e they had dinner* At 6:45 P«'-* th^ 
left this restaurant, returning directly to their residence* The subject was 
not observed to leave her aparfeaent for the TOmainder of the evening* 

On December 19, 1945 at 9:25 A*I?* she left her residence and pro¬ 
ceeded to the offices of the NATIONAL PSDERATIOK OF COI&TITDTIom LIBBiXItS, 

205 Bast 42nd Street. By 7:00 P*!!* she was not observed to leave the above 
address* Therefore, a su 37 veillance vas maintained at her residence, I6l Vfest 
16th street. At 11:45 P*lil* she was observed to enter this address unaccompanied* 

On December 20, 1945 at 9:25 A*!T* she left her residence and pro¬ 
ceeded to 205 East 42nd street. Hew York, v;hero she entered* From 12:10 P»L!* 
to 12:55 she had lunch at the HOEH & HAREAHT Restaurant, 42nd Otreet and 

3rd Avenue* At 6:10 P.J:I* she left 205 East 42nd btreet and returned to her 
residence, arriving at 6:25 P*i:I* At 7:10 P*L. she reappeared accompanied by 
her husband and an unldentiried woman described as follows:

At 7:25 P*!I. RAY, her husband and the above vroman entered the 
GAPTAIii’b TABLE Restaurant, 410 Village Square* At 8:45 P*J-. they left this 
restaurent, v/indow-shopped in the viciniiy and returned to 161 \7est 16th Street 
at 9:30 P.!'. At 11:45 the lights were observed to go out in subject’s 
apartment* The unidentified woman %vas notdjserved in the BISCH apartment and 
apparently she resides in some other apartment in the same aparfeaent building. 


On December 21, 1945 RAY EjlT>Q'; spent the day in the offices of the 
I-!ATI0:AL FSDEitATIOH OP G0ifoTITDTI05afUj LIBERTIES. At 5:45 P.M. she left this 
address and returned home ’qy subway* At 6:50 P*?f* RAl, accoaipanied by her 
husband, left their residence with a person described as follows:

Cn jecember 22, 1945 at 12:40 P.!I* RAT and her husband left their 
house and proceeded by subway to 42nd Street* They hesitated about getting off 
the subway and BAY got on and off twice before the doors closed* As the doors 
■"ere about to close she ran for the local sutnvay and entered just as the last 
open door closed* Because of this maneuver it was impossible to continue the 
surveillance. At 6:00 P.II* she was observed to enter her residence and they 
remained in the apartment* 

On Tecember 23rd at 12:20 P*!'* BAT, accompanied by her husband, 
left the residence, proceeded by subway to Pennsylvania Railroad and got on 
a Long Island J'sailroad train ^/hich arrived at Rockville Center, Long Island, 
at 1:35 P*?‘.* They took a taxicab to 150 Pine Street, which is the home of 
_AB3 RACKJAK, where they entered* At 8:00 P*?!. RAY and her husband left this 
address* They v/ere accompanied by ITrs* IIACKISIN to the Brower Street inter¬ 
section, where they obtained a bus to the Long Island Railroad Station* At 
that station they boarded the Long Island l^ilroad train at 8:27 P*t!*, arriving 
at Pennsylvania Station, Jlew York City, about 9:02 P.M, They proceeded di¬ 
rectly to their residence, where they entered at 9:15 ?•’’-* 

On December 24, 1945 BAY and her husband left their residence and 
proceeded to the dmig store at 15th Street and 7th Avenue where they obtained 
breakfast* A few minutes later they returned to their residence* At 10:35 A.iT* 
RAY, her husband and a woman described as follows left their residence:

RUTH asked RAX to come visit her on Wednesday, December 19th and RAY 
stated she wovild call her regarding this engagement* KUTH stated she ivas leaving 
to\in on Thursday, December 20th and then mentioned she had a class on Wednesday 
night until 7:30 P*^'u but would be free after that and would try to visit vdth 

On Jecember 19, 1945 at 5:00 P,M. PJff ELbO^I telephoned her husband, 
JCE3PH JCtoEPH nentionod a JACnilDISR (ph*) and stated ho esspccted to 

see JACK at 7:00 P.’I. that evening and that th^’' were going to some affair* 

SAX stated she would be home before JOSEPH left. An incoring call was reported 
at 7:25 and 9:00 PJZ. However, neither of these were answered* ^ 

On December 20 and 21, 1945 this informant reported no activity* 

On December 22, 1945 at 11:50 A*l!* RAX telephoned VEIUJA HARDX and 
left a message she would arrive there at about 1:00 P*I1* At 11:52 A*!!* RAl 
telephoned BU 8-4729, which is the office of Dr* NSEDLSiCAH, 132 East 73rd 
Street, New Xork City. Dr* WEEDLi£5AN was not in and RAX said she would call 
back at 1:30 P*M* she stated during the conversation she would like to mako 
an appointment and she had been a patient of Dr* NBEDtiii5AN*S ab^^ tj^o years 
ago* At 1:48 P.M* an unanswered incoming call was reported* 

On December 23, 1945 at 10:23 A.’i. an incesning call to RAX from a 
person known as SARGE (ph.) was reported. SARGE stated she would be at the 
PAP^ CENTRAL Hotel for about two weeks on vacation, that she is not v/ith the 
”SUN« any more and is working for a radio ccsiEnentator of foreign news. She 
added that she had cema to New Xork to do some work for a Captain PIELDE:g (ph*). 
RAX mentioned she had last seen t>ARGE about a year ago this December and that 
she expects to work Aednesday, December 26th at the—NATIONAL FEDSirATION OP 
CONSTITDTIOilAi LIBERTIES but. would be home on Decentoer 24th and invited bAEGS 
and a friend RUFF (ph.) for dinner. RAX also mentioned that sho vfas going to 
Long Island ly train on jjecember 24th. Also during the conversation bAHGE 
mentioned a grandmother and some cousdjis in bunnyside. Long Island. She also 
stated she had talked to I^ITCH or HITCHELL (ph*). SARGE also asked where 
jIH'CHELL is living, to which RAX replied idiat she knew where he was living but 
he had no tolophona nuabor v/horo he cotild be reached* "JA 

On IJocembsr 24, 1945 at 10:52 A*M. a parson kno^m as J’rs* ETTLIUGSR 
telophonod the ELSON apartment. A woman ^rai«d, apparentay a maid, who in- 
forsied !trs* ETTLEIGSl that lirs* EISOI ms out and r/ould not bo home until 4:00 
or 5:00 o’clock that evening* At 5:05 P.”^. RAX EEbON tolephoned Sk\RGE (ph*){i^.^

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T/ho informed RXI that she coiild not coae over this evening to see her and JOS 
and that she ivantcd E/IY’S tolephone nioibQr* BAY gave her the amber ?nT 4 - 664 O 5 
%7hich is that of the MTICiJAL FBDBRATiai OF COKSTOTflOHiL LliBRTIES* S/HGB 
•indicated that she was very incensed at BILLIE, a girlfriend who had sublet an 
apartment on 84 th Ktroot* It appeared that BILLIE had called SARGE a “j^eaction- 
aiy dog”* SARGB further stated daring the conversation that she worked for 
?!ICHAEL PIBLDEilG (ph*) whom she described as an "English imperialist" who is a 
"top radio man in Chicago"* She stated that she types up his script for him 
and manages to delete derogatory information referring to i^ssia* SARGE stated 
she jin anxious to visit with RAY and JOE at a later da-be. ‘ • 




'^Confidential Informant KYT 351, whose identity is known to the Bureau, 
reported a conversation on December 25, 1945 at lls37 A.M* between a Mrs* SAiJGE 
■ '-ETTLILTGEa and PETER RHODES* Mrs* ETTLMGER stated she was in from Chicago and 
wanted to say hello to Mr* and lirs* RHODES. She added she was not with the "SDH" 
and is now writing for a radio comaentator* She stated she was here in Hew York 
Ci-ty on business for him and would be here until about January 3rd and would 
visit the RHODES before her departure* She addd that she might move to Hew York 
City if the "dcoQ," she is working on goes through and added that MICHAEL FIELDIMG 
would come also* 


It is apparent that ?Irs. ETTLI’TGER is personally acquainted with both 
RAY ELSOH and also iir* and ihrs* PETER'RHODES as indicated from the conversation 
above. ^

and 7th Avenue, New York City, advised that a Ift*s* SAR6B ETTLIMGER had checked 
in at that ho'bel at 10:10 P*M. December 22, 1945* ohe gave her address as 2142 
Lincoln Park West, Chicago, Illinois* She was assigned Room 1819 and occupies 
that rocaa alone* The various telephone vouchers concerning calls made by Mrs* 
ETTLIHGEE have been obtained and the listings will be set forth in the next re¬ 
port*

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HUGH BKTLL, Mail Carrier, Eoute 15, btetion H, 219 Vfest 104th Street, 
Efeiv Xork City, advised that a person Imoima as s«'jSIPOKnJ resided viith CHAIM and 
RSB3CCA GROSS at 30 i-'est 105th street, Ueuv York Ci-tgr* He farther stated that 
this ms a private house recently purchased by GRCS3 and that GEOhS had formerly 
resided at 44 S Central park iJest, Hew York City# 

The records of the Hew York Field Bivision reflect inforsjation from 
the Chicago Field Division that SUSiUJ blfORE'l at one time resided at 1155 Horth 
Spaulding, Chicago, Illinois, but was at present residing at 30 West 105th 
Street, ilew York, Hew York# In regard to activities and affiliations, the 
records reflected that SUSAH blPOJlEI is a member of the C#I#0# union and a 
member of the Canmunist Parly, 31st iVaird, with Book Humber 92794 in the name of 
SlKitef A«—wIPORlPi# Her occupation was given as aircraft draftsman# £»he is 
also listed as a member of the HOISOLDT PARK Branch of the mssicm YOUTH FOR 
DS'T.OORACY organization and was at one time a member of the YODHG CO '1 IUj1Il.T 
lEAGUE* cihe attended a meeting of the Abraham Lincoln ddiool of the'riNIEBR- 
NATIOrmL ‘i.OEKERS ORDER at Room 1620, 30 i7ast Randolph Street, for the ABRAHAM 
LEICOLH BRIGADE on !!ay 30, 1943* dhe also attended a !!ay Day ially of the 
Communist Pariy at the Chicago Civic Operahouse on May 1, 1942# Her description

New York Ci%-, is a member of the 11 th A#D# Club 
of the Communist Faity# She is known to have attended party meetings of this 
club on September I 4 , 1943 and November 9, 1943# ^he is a registered voter of 
the American Labor Party and was bom in Roso, Russia on June 8, 1907# She claims 
to have been naturalized on September 19, 1935 at Rssex, New Jersey. Her husband, 
CHAI’’‘^R0J:S, is a sctilptor by profession#

Ihe followiag iuvestigation vras conducted by Special Agent (A) 
Artbur S’, Sedmond at tHe National Oity Bank of ITew York, 

Mr. J. 0. ESADDESr of tbe Ooiaptroller's Departiaent, Ifetional 
City Bank, 55 ’Jail Street, Heis? York City, made available the records pertaia- 
ing to the bank accounts of Mrs. RAY SLSOII. I'Jrs. "HLSCR had vhat is Icnown as 
a Special Ghscldlng Account at various branches of the ITational Oity Bank ond 
over a period of years she has had accounts at their Kfth Avenue branch, their 
Wadiin^on Square Branch, their SLst Street branch and the last account she 
had, thich was closed out in April 1945, wa.s at their i3ast Iiidto\m Branch on 
4Snd Street, ifew York City. 

Examination of their credit file on I-irs. RAY HiSOE disclosed 
the following addresses for her. In 1938 her address vras 319 Uest 19th Street, 
ITew Yoric City. In 1939, ^e resided at 636 West l36th Street, Ifew York Oity 
and her last address was 161 West 16th Street, Hew York (BLty, in 1945. 

Eheir file indicated that her husband had been emoloyed by 
HAREIIAi: PESSIH&iriL d COI-PAHY, also 1. E. HARIHAH COIPAIIY IHO, and there ms a 
notation that ^oarently in 1943 he ^;ent into the United States ArhY* 

2he bank records also disclosed ihat Mrs. RAY USOH had been 
emloyed for a thile in 1936 by SiPSIH COIPAHY, 23 East 36th Street, Hew York 
City. However in January of 1943, she V7as eaeloyed as office manager end 
stenographer for the Hationsi Federation for Constitutional liberties xhose 
address ms 1122 Broadway, Hew York Oity. iEhere was a letter of recommendation 
in the file from SRAITOSS ITILLIAI-JS, Executive Secretary of the ITational Ifedera- 
tion for Constitutional liberties. 

As previously stated, Mrs. USOIT had a i^ecial Checlcing Accost 
%diich did not require any minimum balance to be kept in the account. Shore 
was only a charge made of tea cents per check. Her account vss examined be¬ 
ginning vrfLth January of 1943 at i<hich time she had account number 2509 at the 
Fifth Avenue branch of the ITational City Bank. Her deposits were made on the 
average of once or tidce a month and never for more than sixty dollars. 2he 
only withdrawals made against Ihe account were usually one or two cdieckc; one 
check was approximately in the amount of ^7 or $58 and examination disclosed 
that this monlhly check was payable to A13RES 3. A^FOHfH IHO., ^o are real 
estate agents and spparently this was her monthly rent checic. 
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Exaaaination of lihe d^osit tickets dtiring 1944 and 1945 dis¬ 
closed that as 'orevlo'usly stated the deposits were usually one or two a 
month for very small amounts, never more than seventy or ei^ty dollars and 
consisted of ca^ or money orders* (There t9as also a deposit included therein 
monthly of a fifty dollar check which sroparently was a check received from 
the Federal Sov ernment inasmuch a-s her hushand was in the United States Ai^ny 
and she was receiving Servicomen*s Dependents Allowance (diecks* 

There were no large deposits made at any time and the vdth— 
drawals outside of the rent check for" $67 or $58 per month were very small, 
usually for ten or fifteen dollars and drawn to cash* 

There was no record of a safe deposit box in the name of Krs* 
BAY EISOIT at any of the branches therein she maintained her daecking accounts.

RI-DDBS was stated to be accompanied by an unidentified man and woman who 
had been in conbacb v/ibh him on previous occasions# 

At 10 P.r. on December 13, 1945 RHODES arrived at 
Pennsylvania Station in Mew York accompanied by a man and woman.

The manager of this 
branch was recontacted and he advised that subject HARRK still rents a small 
safe deposit box v/hich is numbered 517 at this branch. The signature card 
indicate that HARRIS was employed by FAPJd RlSEARGH ING., 39 Gortland Street, 

New York, New York. Furthermore, that his wife, KATHERINE, has a power of 
attorney on this box. Laquiry developed that HASRilS visits this safe deposit 
box only occasionally probably on an average of three or four times a month. 

Referenced report also disclosed that EARJllS had an account 
at the EtPIEE TRUST G0}!PANY, 580 5th Avenue, Nev York, Ner York, which had 
been opened on March 22, 1932 with an original deposit of ;^,000. HARRIS* 
address at that lime was 39-35 45th Street, Long Island City, Nev?

Field Office advised by telephone that CIABiSR SCHLOTER was in Hew York City 
and tnat he was staying at a residence -s^ch had the telephone exchange, 
Freeport 6327. A confidential soxirce advised that this telephone exenange 
v/as listed to HE!®Y SCHLUTIR, 422 South Bayview Avenue, Freeport, Long Island. 

On December 16, 1945 Special Agents D. E. Shannon and Charles L. 
Rice xntervievred tjhe Chief of Police at Freeport, Long Island. He advised 
that he knew l-iUJRi^CHLIiTBR and that he knew he resided at 422 South Bayview 
Avenue, Freeport, Long Island, Ha stated that HESJRY SCHLUTEB had resided 
in Freeport at least for the last 40 years and that at one time he ovmed a 
largo market in Freeport. In recent years, because of advanced age, ho has 
closed dovm tne market and now deals in selling eggs to Wnolesalers. He 
conducts his businoos from his home. The Chief of Police advised that 
HBHRY SCHLUTER himself was a man about 65 years of age and that in his 
opinion 1IBI®Y SCfllDTER was pro-Geraian in his sentiments. The Chief did not 
recall that IiE!®Y SCHLOTER had a son ty the name of CIAYffiR but he did 
recall that tEIJRY SCHLOTER was the father of two married daughters. 

EDITH vrho resides at 459 Sduth Bayview Avenue, Freeport, 

Long IslaM and who is Secretary to the Chief of Police at Freeport, advised 
that she knev/ HEI®Y SCHLOTER and his family for the past ten years but that 
she did not recall anybody by the name of CLAYf.IER SCHLOTER residing at 422 
South Bayvievf Avenue, Freeport. iDITH SI'SYDSR referred the agents to her 
uncle PITHAH COiiBS, JR. residing at 437 Ray Street, Freeport, Long Island. 

PITI!&Hm5o]!!B 3, JR. v^s intorvLowed and advised that he had known 
the SCHLOTER family for 25 or 30 years and that at present the back of his 
house adjoins the back of the house ovmed by HENRY SCHLOTER. Yihen the name 
CLAYI.IER SCHLOTER was mentioned to him he immediately replied that this was 
HEI®Y*s son who had been awray from Freeport off and on for the past 15 years. 

COMBS advised that CLAYf!ER SCHLOTER had graduated from the high school 
in Freeport and then had gone away to college and that subsequently he 
furthered his education in Europe and after graduating from some school in 
Europe he traveled extensively on tho Continent of Europe and was employed 
as some type of interpreter. In recent years, according to COPIES, CLAYtJSR 
SCHHJTSR had been an Army Officer and v^as connected in some ivay with some 
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braach of Array Intolligenc 0 » I5r» C0I!B3 stated that ho had soon GLAYMER 
SCHLUxER in and around Freopcart in the past throo months and that on some 
occasions he vras wearing a uniform of the United States Aray and on other 
occasions he v/as wearing no loniform. 

As to the occupants of the house at 422 Sotrbh Bayview Avenue, 
lSc» COIiBS stated that HERRY SCHLUi’ER and his wife resided on the ground 
floor and that they rented the upstairs to a couple whose name he did not 
recall but whom he stated v;ere about 50 years of age. He advised that 
HENRY SCHLUTER was a man about 65 years of ago whose hair was decidedly 
gray. He further advised that there vrere no young people residing at 422 
South Bayview Avenue. 

Itp, COMBS described 0LAY?.!SR SCHLUTER as about 35 years of age, 
about 5’ 6 or 9” in height, about 1B5 lbs, ♦and of husky build. He stated 
that CIAYISSR SCHLUTER had blonde hair and blue eyes and that his complexion 
was decidedly light and ruddy. He definitely stated that GLAYIvIER SCHLUTER 
was not Jewish looking in any respect. 

Pursuant to the information obtained from Ih:*. PI!EIAN C015BS, JR., 
a suinreillance was maintained at tho residence of ]^NRY SCHLUTER at 422 
South Bayview Avenue, Freeport, commencing at 12 noon'ohDecember 16, 1945* 
At approximately 3 p.m. an individual answering the description of CLAYHER 
SCHLUTER as given to the agents by PITMAN COMBS was seen to leave the house 
and go to the garage which adjoins the house and is approximately 25 yards 
from, the house. No other activity was noted tmtil at 5*05 p*m. a car was 
seen to leave the garage and three people were observed to enter this 
automobile. The automobile was sorveilled to tho Long Island Rail Road 
Station at Freeport, Long Island. There a yotaig man answering the descrip¬ 
tion of CLAY?-SR SCHLUTER and wearing a United States Array Captain's uniform 
was seen to ©aerge from the automobile. This individual purchased a round 
trip ticket to Y/ashington, D. G. and return, and was cariying at the time a 
brovfti leather brief case. The suiveilling agents noted that this brief case 
contained a luggage tag with tho name SCHLUTER written thereon. This 
individual proceeded by Long Island Rail Road to Pennsylvania Railroad 
Station in New York City and was observed to board the 6,30 p.m. train bound 
for Washington, D. C, The surveillance of this individual was conducted ly 
Special Agentsr D. S. SHANNON and D. P. ADA!©,

Under Education he indicated he had attended Columbia 
University for eight years, receiving an A.B. Degree and an II.A. Degree, 
majoring in ”Rom. Phil.” Bb thereafter attended the University of Sorbonne, 
Paris, France for one year, studying History and Literature, and then one 
year at the University of Lille, studying Romance Philology. He indicated 
at the time his Qxiestionnaire was executed he was employed as a Translator 
and in re-writing manuscripts but he did not indicate any employer. He 
showed his previous occupation as a French teacher, 1933 to 1934 and as an 
English teacher, 1934 to 1935. 


SCHLUTER was classified 1-A on December 9, 1940. It vrais 
indicated he was inducted into the United States Arny at Fort Jay on February 
18, 1941. The records show he is still in a 1-C classification, which 
indicates he is still in the Army.

At the present time 
she is reported by Informant NDr276«_ who3e identity is knoTm to the Bureau, to 
be employed as an organizer for Local 430 of the United Electrical, Radio and 
Machine Workers of America, CIO. Informant GREGORY in her signed statement 
pointed out that those individuals who are engaged either in Russian espionage 
or Communist underground work are usually divorced from their regular Party 
activities. • / 

A physical surveillance of PAULINE ROCffiRS was comme^#eF^'W<JfeTf 
York Field Division on November 29, 1945, and has been conducted regularly to 
date. Daring this period this surveillance has failed to reflect that ROGERS^ 
has been in contact with any other subject in this case, nor has there been 
any indication during this period that she has contacted anyone who might pos¬ 
sibly be a Russian espionage agent. ROGERS resides with her husband at 317 
West 93rd Street, New York City, and is unemployed. A mail cover has been 
placed upon her. No results have been received from this mail cover, but it 
is contemplated that this be continued for a short period of time in the event 
that information of value to this case might be. developed.
